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School of Computer Science and 
Engineering host career day

The School of Computer Science 
and Engineering hosted a career day in 
the University Union on Friday as 58 
companies were on hand to recruit 
graduating students and offer intern- 
ships and scholarships to undergradu- 
ates. | 

Representatives from the computer, 
telecommunications, civil engineering 
and manufacturing industries attended 


‘the event. The computer and telecom- 


munications industries were the most 
heavily represented. 

The gathering included high profile 
companies such as Hewlett Packard, 
Intel, TRW, MCI, Nike, Campbell Soup 
and GTE Mobilnet. 

Seven career workshops were also 
offered. Two of the most popular work- 
shops were “New trends fueling wild 
demand in the computer industry” and 
“Thriving with constant change: Rein- 
vent yourself!” 

Sandra Peciado, acomputer science 


: major passing out flyers at the door of 


the Redwood Room, said over 400 
students were participating. 

Cici Mattiuzzi, who runs career ser- 
vices for the School of Computer Sci- 
ence and Engineering said, “This is the 
best I've seen in 17 years. They’re 
demanding students and alumni. We 
have many students getting multiple 


job offers.... The industry is experi- 
encing phenomenal growth.” 

Man Huynh, an electrical-elec- 
tronic engineering major graduat- 
ing this May, said he was pleased 
with the companies recruiting. 


“T’m looking for a hardware de- 


sign engineer job,” he said. “Digital 
signal processing or communica- 
tions.... We’ve noticed a lot more 
companies. Cici did a good job or- 
ganizing this.” Huynh said he was 
drawn to Synopsis, GTE Mobilnet, 
Intel, Hewlett Packard and Radian 
International. 

Yee Kiat Limi is another electri- 
cal-electronic engineering major 
graduating next semester. He, too, 
said he was happy with the com- 
pany-turnout. He expressed interest 
in TRW, NEC, and Radian Interna- 
tional. | 

Elaine Butler, who represents 
TRW, said, “We can’t hire enough 
right now.... We’re having trouble 
getting good engineers.” 

TRW designs and develops elec- 
tronic intelligence systems in con- 
junction with the Department of 
Defense. They cometo campus three 
times a semester. TRW is looking 
for computer science or electrical 
engineering grads. TRW, typical of 
many of the companies recruiting, 
has 8 to 10 openings locally and up 
to 50 openings in their Sunnyvale 


office. 

This year has seen a 67 percent 
increase over last year in the number of 
companies attending. The usual num- 
ber of attendees is around 36 compa- 
nies. Somany companies came, in fact, 
that Mattiuzzi maxed out the Redwood 
Room and had to move some compa- 
nies into the Forest Suite on the third 
floor. 

“Many companies are downsizing. 
How are they doing it? With technol- 
ogy,” Mattiuzzi said. “The industry is 
rapidly evolving. Now engineers, who 
once employed technical writers to 
write technical manuals, are expected 
to do their own writing.” 

Mattiuzzi said entry level salaries 
are excellent—between $32,000 and 
$45,000 with a bachelor’s degree. Civil 
engineers are at the low end of the pay 
scale. Computer science, computer 
engineers and electrical engineers are 
at the high end. 

“Computer science and engineer- 
ing graduates make up roughly nine 
percent of graduates annually,” 
Mattiuzzi said. “They get 50 percent of 
the job offers.” The projected growth 
rate in the next 10 years is projected at 
118 percent. That translates into 
750,000 job openings for computer 
professionals.

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Campus police eject 
student from class

At the beginning of the semester His- 
tory Professor Frank Kofsky warned the 
students of his History 17A class that he 
wouldn’t allow them to enter the class- 
room after he began lecturing. 

So when Daniel Tormes, a junior 
majoring in biological sciences, arrived 
late to class March 14, he knew what to 
expect but hoped that Kofsky “would let 
me slide.” Tormes says he has seen other 
students arrive late. 

When Kofsky asked Tormes to leave, 
Tormes refused and told the professor he 
was going to begin taking notes. Kofsky 
then called the campus police from the 
phone in his office across the hall. 

Tormes claims that he was two min- 
utes late and “refused to leave because I 
paid for the class.” 

According to Public Safety Investiga- 
tor John Hamrick, the incident report 
states thatcampus police received the call 
from Kofsky at 9:01 am. 

“J respect myself, my profession and 
Irespectmy subject matter,” Kofsky says 
ofhis policy. “Idon’t wantto be subjected 
to interruptions and I don’t want my 
students to be.” 

Tormes said he wonders if Kofsky 
really isconcerned abouthis lecture being 
interrupted. In addtion to other students 
being allowed to enter after the lecture has 
begun, Tormes says that Kofsky’s teach- 


ing assistant also has entered ne class- 
room late. 

“She comes in whenever she wants, 
sometimes as late as 45 minutes, has a 
friendly conversation (with Kofsky) and 
sits down. 

-Kofsky, whohastaughtatCSUS since 
1969, says “nobody has come in as late as 
(Tormes),” 

Ifastudent feels that he or she has been 
affected by an unjust policy and has unsuc- 
cessfully tried to remedy the situation by 
speaking with the professor and then with 
the department head, the student can make 
a formal complaint with the Dean of Stu- 
dents Office, who forwards the complaint 
to the Program Center Complaint Coordi- 
nator. At that time, a hearing committee 
will be established and both parties’ cases 
would be heard. 

Tormes said that a conversation he 
had with Kofsky since the incident was 
uneventful. Neither student nor professor 
felt they were wrong. 

After Tormes left the classroom, he 
spoke with History Department Chair 
George Craft, who was called by the 
campus police. 

Craft said, “It’s his classroom and as 
long as its within reason” he can do what- 
ever he wants. 

Tormessayshe hopes to getthe teacher 
to change his policy.

CSUS deans holding 


open office hours

CSUS deans are now holding 
open office hours on campus to 
help students with various prob- 
lems, suchas grades, majors, classes 
or anything else that is on their 
minds. Students do not need to ar- 
range appointment. 

“It’s a great idea to have the 
students realize that our deans are 
open to listen to what they have to 
say,” said Phyllis L. Mills, in- 
terim dean of the School of Engi- 
neering and Computer Science. 
“They can.say anything to us 
whether it concerns admissions, 
faculty, you name it. This also 
helps all the deans on campus in 
being more student-centered.” 

Dr. Jolene Koester, vice presi- 
dent for academic affairs, originated 
the idea. She proposed that all deans 
hold nine open office hours per 
semester for students to come in at 
their leisure. 

“We have it set so students can 
come in the early morning, during 
lunch hour or in the evening. This 
way, it is less difficult for the stu- 
dents to decide whether or not they 
should miss a class or two in order 
to talk to a dean,” Koester said. “It 
also helps students who have to go 
through the hassle of always having 
to make an appointment.” 


Other CSUS deans agreed that 
this is a great way for them to be 
more in touch with the students and 
their problems. 

“It’s a good way to let the 
students know that they can 
talk to them on a global sense,” 
said Gail Peters, secretary of 
the School of Computer Sci- 
ence and Engineering. Other 
campuses have tried the same 
system and had success. 

Although most deans agree that 
open office hours are a good idea, 
they make different times available. 
Some deans have: already begun 
open office hours. Most of the deans 
will wait until after Spring Break to 
begin open sessions. 

Mills, along with other deans, 
is eager to talk with the students 
when they return from Spring 
Break. 

“The deans are anxious to talk 
with students. They are all very 
friendly. The students don’t need 
to be intimidated by them,” Peters 
said. 

Open office hours are posted in 
front of the corresponding school 
office. Mills believes that the new 
system will help the deans meet all 
their students’ needs. “They’re not 
used to chatting with a dean. That’s 
why we have to let them know we 
are open to they’re problems and 
we’re here to listen.” 


Music professor emeritus dies 


Paschal Monk, a professor emeri- 
tus in Sacramento State’s music de- 
partment, died Thursday night at Sutter 
General Hospital 10 days after suffer- 
ing a stroke. Monk was 89 years old. 

The professor emeritus taught at 
CSUS for over 24 years, retiring by 
state mandate in 1974. 

Monk joined the fledgling music 
department in 1950, instructing voice 
classes and directing choirs. Accord- 
ing to The Sacramento Bee, Monk’s 
retirement was in name only. 

He was still giving piano and voice 
lessons to 20 students, and had just 


concluded a lesson four hours before 
his stroke. Monk also taught through 
extension courses after his retirement. 

According to The Bee, Monk was 
also involved in beginning 
Sacramento’s community concert se- 
ries and worked for the Sacramento 
Community Concert Association. 

Monk served two terms as Presi- 
dent of the Sacramento Saturday 
Club, a music-appreciation club with 
roots in the 1890s. Monk also was a 
Mason and directed the choir at the 
First Methodist Church, the church 
he attended.

The team is persistentin their attempts 
to perfect basket-tosses, lifts and tum- 
bling passes. Team members listen to 


each other and offer constructive criti- . 


cism. 

“We had a lot of people start out as 
newcomers this year,” first year team 
member Melanie Orton said. “We had to 
teach them some basics at first, but now 
théy are doing really good: I started cheer- 
ing in the eighth grade with a pompom 
routine. This is my sixth year cheering,” 
she said. 

The Sacramento State’s team has 11 
men on the squad, compared to high 
school squads, which have a harder time 
recruiting men.

Powder puff proves to be more

And come out of the woodwork 
they did, and packed the house at Vikre’s 
album release party at the Delta King 
Theater on March 9. 

Vikre’s music is described as a blend 
of folk, rock, blues, soul, and jazz. Her 
vocal sound has been compared to thatof 
Natalie Merchant, Joan Armatrading, and 
even Leonard Cohen. No matter who you 
compare her to, her vocals are addicting. 

Onher latest effort, Vikre combines 
all of these into a walloping package of 
heart-felt. singing and parallel back 
beats. She sounds more like abeefed up 
Kate Bush or mellowed Janis Joplin 
than Natalie Merchant. Much of the 
album has a jazzy bluesy feel to it, but 
with a definite pop appeal. 

Songs such as “Speak,” combine 
the backbone of a funky organ melody 
with a blues-rock feel. Others, such as 
“Crash My Car,” start with simple in- 
strumentation and soft soulful vocals, 
then turn into aradio-friendly pop tune. 
In this particular track, there i$ a long 
guitar solo, which sounds like it could 
be from an old Santana song, though 
not nearly as long. 


Several songs have a moody, dark 
feeling about them, such as “Hear” and 
“Silent treatment,” which has a harder 
edge, a good guitar solo; sounds like 
Vikre has a twinge of bitterness and 
regret mixed with wisdom. 

One of the best songs on the record 
is called “Scratch and Claw.” It is 
catchy, heavy, and a little funky. It has 
scratching guitar, groovy vocals, anda 
pounding bass drum. There are times in 
the song when it smoothes out and an 
acoustic guitar comes in with an organ, 
then it jumps back to grittiness only a 
few seconds later. 

“‘T want to make my music a conver- 
sation. I want to talk directly with the 
audience,” Vikre says of her music and 
live performances. 

So be sure to bring your ears with 
you, and be prepared to listen. This will, 
not be her first appearance at Sac.State. 
She has done a previous Nooner, and 
even made her singing debut here some 
years ago.

Well, the money isn’t a dream. It’s 
very real, and a YES vote on Proposi- 
tion 203, the Public Education Facili- 
ties Bond Act of 1996, will distribute 
$975 million among California’s higher 
education system, including CSUS. In 
fact, our administration has already 


_ made plans to spend $7.4 million of the 


$7.6 million our campus will collect to 
construct a road. 

 You.didn’t misread t 
planning on building a $7.4 million 
perimeter road, designed to increase 
the level of pedestrian and bicyclist

safety oncampus. According to Howard 
Harris, vice president for Facilities 
Management, the road is a “hazard for 
bicyclists coming off the bridge.” I 
have ridden a bicycle before. I know 
how it works. What I don’t know is 
how the existing road is a hazard to 
bicyclists. If bicycles are being hurtled

from the bridge into oncoming traffic, 


_ maybe we can put a sign up asking 


people to walk their bicycles down the 
hill. If the hazard involves the absence 
of a bike lane in certain areas on cam- 
pus, then by all means, add a bike lane. 
But donot spend $7.4 million on aroad 
that does little, or nothing, for students. 

On the topic of safety, there are only 
about two pedestrian-vehicle accidents 
reported each year. How does that con- 
stitute as a safety hazard? It seems to 
me that a you can do major damage to 
yourself or to others, no matter where 
you are, if you’re an idiot. This doesn’t 
necessarily mean that every one of 
those accidents was the fault of a mo- 
ron. But, [ll bet that a rather large 
portion of the accidents are the fault of 


one of those pedestrians, and I know 


we’ veallencounteredtthem, who don’t 
even look at the oncoming traffic as 
they “boldly go where no one...” with 
half a brain would dare to tread. Sure, 


__ the pedestrian has the right of way. But 


_ it'salso the pedestrian’s responsibility : 
to-look both ways. I know that if a

In his column on March 19, Shane 
Peterson made several valid pointscon- 
cerning gun-control laws. He is abso- 
lutely right that criminals simply ig- 
nore gun laws to obtain their weapons.

But fear 
causes people to act irrationally some- 
times, to make quick (and unfortu- 
nately wrong) decisions. And once 
that bullet leaves the chamber it is 
never coming back. I don’t want to be 
mistaken for a rapist or mugger or Car- 
jacker by alaw-abiding, gun-carrying, 
very scared woman in a dark parking 
lot. 

Gun control and crime preven- 
tion have nothing to do with each 
other. But concealed weapons and 
public safety are equally opposite 
concepts that should never be brought 
together.

Numbers 200-202 address legal 
issues. 

Prop. 203 is another attempt to 
raise funds forthe embattled educa- 
tion system in Califomia. If passed, 


the measure would provide $7 mil- 


lion for a road safety improvement 
project at Sacramento State. 

An article in the San Fransisco 
Chronicle called the measure “‘the 
largest school facilities bond every 
requested in Califomia.” 

The $3 billion measure would 
provide $975 million to be split 


evenly among the University of 
California, California State and 
Community College systems. It 
would provide $2.025 billion to 
improve or build new elementary, 
middle and high schools in Califor- 
nia. 





While citizens bemoan the fact 
that their taxes should take care of 


the schools, paint continues to chip 
and peel and pending rain sends 
janitors scrambling atlocal schools. 
California is no longer first in edu- 
cation; in facilities or academia. 
The age-old excuse of having 


already put children through school 
and paid for it should be dropped 
once and for all. If we want a first- 
class education system for the chil- 
dren of California, then we must be 
willing to pay for it. An educated 
population is key to a successful 
democracy. 

This bond would provide some 
breathing room for California 
schools; a chance to attend to de- 
crepit buildings and sub-level 
plumbing.
